It is e sit r to ani vc at the aggregate 
wealth of the United States than that of 
any other country. 
In this country we 
attempt to enumerate and value anything 
which, in the ordinary sense, is considered 
properly—b *th real and personal—ior the 
purpose of taxation, and in this way wecan 
arrive very accurately at the total value of 
all kinds of property in the United (States. 
In 1870 the aggregate value of all property, 
excepting that which belonged exclusively 
to the Federal Government, was placed at 
a little over thirty thousand millions of 
dollars; and that ii was assessed and rated 
for taxation, at less than half that sum,— 
114,178,DSG,722. 


The ct risus cf 1870 which was the most 
complete ever taken in the United State, 
returned New* York as the richest State in 
the UniOD, the aggregate value of proper­ 
ty being given al 6 billions and 500 mil­ 
lions of dollars. Pennsylvania stood second, 
nearly 4 billions ; Ohio came third with 


2 l4 bl ll ms, Massachusetts fourth.2 billions 
and 131 millions ; Illinois filth, 2 billions 
and 121 millions; and only two other States, 
Indiana and Missouri, ranking as high as 
one billion. The aggregate wealth of 
Wisconsin was placed at 702 millions, and 
of Rock county at 40 millions and OOO 
thousand. In dividing up the wealth of 
the Stales, somewhat alter the Commu­ 
nists, among the population of the different 
States, tach individual would receive in 
New* York, 
$1,4*3; in Massachusetts, 
$1,403 ; in Connecticut, $1,441, and in 
Wisconsin, $005. Texts stands the lowest, 
the per capita being only $104. If the 
entire property of the 
United Stales, 
according to the return of the census of 
1870, were divided up equally among the 
entire 
population, 
each person would 
receive $770. 
The census returns of 1870 give some 
reliable data respecting the amount of 
State aud local taxation, and tho relation 
of taxation to population, from which it 
appears that the highest rate of taxation 
per one thousand dollars of property, was 
in Nevada—$26.31. Louisiana came next 
and was put at $21.85. 
Massachusetts was 
$11.08, New York $7.47 and Wisconsin 
$7 07. As regards tho rate of taxation per 
each person, were it equally distributed, 
according to population, Nevada would 
pay $111,30, Massachusetts, $17.10, the two 
highest in the table; and in Wisconsin, 
which stands number 24 in the table, the 
rate per head would be only $5.10. 
In closing the article on the Elem cots of 
National Wealth, Mr. Wells estimates the 
annual income or value of the annual pro­ 
ducts of the Uailed States fir 1870, at 7 
billions and 280 millions ol dollars.

lie was born in poverty in 
Ireland, in 1833. aud came to the United 
States with his lather who was a common 
day laborer, in 1S3G. Whee old enough to 
work be found employment rn a wail paper 
factory 
aud 
afterwards 
in

rolling 
mills. 
He 
early 
developed 
a«& muscular p Citicism and as a pugulist* 
He first encountered O'Rourke In 1848, 
and thrashed him soundly, and from that 
day his reputation as a priz„*-fighte began 
to increase, lie then began a checkered 
career, which made him one of the most 
notorious ani remarkable men in 
the 
United S’ates. 
Morrissey also coupled 
with his pugilistic 
art the 6cleoca of 
gambling, 
ani 
won 
money 
and 
fame 
thereby. 
Ile 
gambled 
and fought both in Europe and America 
with success, aud also defeated iiecnan in 
Canada in 1857 
In 1801 ^hc settled in 
New York cry and began ti operate in 
stock, aud lost $50,000 at one time, which 
hurled him to poverty, lie tried It again, 
and in three or four years bo was on his 
legs again, financially. 
In 1800 he was first 
elected to Congress by 2,700 majority, and 


Louis J. Jennings, an Englishman, who

Jennings is the man,

Tbe town of Sussex, Pennsylvania, bis 
lately been profoundly stirred by an *x- 
iraofdtnary and romantic lawsuit. Tut* 
case was an entirely novel one, and no pre­ 
cedent beating upon it is to be louud in 
the common or statute law. 
While it is 
necessarily a matter ut great interest lo 
the legal profession, it* romantic 6iJe can­ 
not fail to attract the attention ot pcrtoOI 
of all age** and every kind of sex. In fact, 
it is d tn ia a l to be one oi the in *t cele­ 
brated cases in the aerials of American jur­ 
isprudence. 
Some time last winlet a lady wb ^m we 
will call Airs Smith, who acpt a hoarding 
h< usx in Sussex, i<* *k her little g>il# 
4, a ; h her to mike a call t» i Mrs, IImfb, 
her near neighbor. Airs. lL«*wo was bu-y 
lo her kilt'hen, where she ie rd vol her Vis­ 
iter With her UMI ai cjrdia.ny.

A lew 
day s la'cr Airs. ;>mitu burst iu great ex­ 
citement into the room of a young law 
student, who was one of her b larders, and 
with tears and lamentations disclosed to 
hun the lad that her child was indelibly 
branded with me legend,“Patented. 1871" 
These words iu raised letters had happen­ 
ed to occupy just that part ol the stove- 
ht arlh ou which the child had seated her­ 
self, anc being healed nearly to red heat, 
they had reproduced themselves cm the 
surface of the uuioriunale child. 
The law student entered into the mu'.hci s 
sorrow with mach sympathy, but atter he 
had in some degree calmed her mind he in­ 
formed her that a breach of law had been 
committed. 
“Yeur child/’ he remarked, 
has never been patented, but she is marked 
‘I‘ateriled, 1872/ This is aa infringement 
of the statute. 
You falsely represent by 
that brand that a child tor whom no patent 
has been "issued rn patented. 
This lalve 
representatKMi is forgery, ana subjects you 
to the penally made and profi led (or that 
crime.” 
Airs. .Smith was, as may be supposed, 
greatly alarmed at this statement, and 
her 
first 
impulse 
was 
to 
beg the 
young 
man 
to save her 
ii jm a convict’s cell. With a gravity suited 
to the occasion, he explained the whole 
law of patents. Ile told her that had she 
desired to patent the child, she should have 
either constructed a model ol it or pre­ 
pared accurate drawings, with specifica­ 
tions showing distinctly what pans of the 
child she claimed to have invented. 
This 
model of these drawings she should have 
forwarded to the patent cilice, aud she 
would then have received iu due time a 
patent—provided, of course, the child was 
really patentable—and would have been 
authorized to label it “patented.” “ Un­ 
fortunately,” he pursued,“it is now too late 
10 lake this course, aud we must boldly 
claim that a paten! was issued, but that the 
r coni was destroyed during the recent fire 
m the patent office.” 
This suggestion cheered the spirits of 
Mrs. 8mitb, but they were again dashed by 
me further Remarks of the young mao. lie 
reminded ber that the child might find it 
very inconvenient to be patcned. “It we 
claim”—he went on to say—“that she has 
been regularly patented, it follows mal the 
ownership of the patent, including the 
child herself, belongs to you, and wl I pa s 
at your death into the possession of your 
heirs. Holding the pateut, they can pre­ 
vent aoy husband takiog posse.-slon ol the 
girl by marriage, and ibcu can sell, assign, 
i rangier, and set over the patent-right au l 
the accompanying girl to any purchaser. 
11 she is sold to a speculator or to a joint 
stock company, she wi I find her position 
a most unpleasant one. To sum up the 
case, madam, either your child is patented 
or she is noL lf she is not patented, you 
are guilty of forgery, lf she is patented, 
the is an object ot barter and sale, or, rn 
other words, a chaule.*’ 
This certainly was a wretched state of 
things, and Mrs. Smith to case her mind 
began to abuse Mrs. Brown, whoso stove 
had branded the unfortunate little girl. 
she loudly insisted that the whole fault 
retted with Airs. lirowo, and demanded to 
know if the latter could not be punishd. 
The young man, who was immensely 
learned in the law, thereupon began a new 
argument. He told her tuat where there 
is a wrong there must, in the nature of 
things, be a remedy. 
“Mrs. Brown, by 
means of her atove, has done you a great 
wrong. In accordance with the maxim, 
qui foot per ahum fadt jvrse,' Mrs. Brown, 
and not the stove, is the party from whom 
you must demand redress. She has wick­ 
edly and maliciously and at the instigation 
oi the devil, branded your child, and thus 
rendered you liable for an lninngement oi 
the patent law. It i« my opinion, madam, 
that an action for assault and an action for 
libel will both lie against Mrs. Brown, and 
'ttcmbU; that there is also ground for hav­ 
ing her indicted ior procurement of for­ 
gery.” Finally, alter much further argu 
menu the young man advised her to apply 
to a magistrate and procure tho arrest and 
punishment of Airs. Brown. 
Accordingly, Mrs. Smith applied to the 
Mayor, who, after vainly trying to compre­ 
hend the case and to hod out what we* the 
precise crime alleged against Airs. Brown, 
compromised the matter by unofficially 
asking that lady to appear bt I ore him. 
When both ladies were rn court, Mrs. 
Smith, prompted by the clerk, put her 
complaint in the shape of a charge that 
Airs. Brown had branded the youthiul 
Smith girl. 
The Utter was then marked 
“exhibit A,” and formally put in evidence, 
and both complainant and defendant told 
their respective atones. 
Toe result was that the court, in a very 
able and voluminous opinion, decided that 
nobody was guilty of anything, but that, 
with a view of avoiding the penalty of in- 
inngiog the patent law, the mother must 
apply to Congress tor a special act declar­ 
ing the Child regularly and legally patent­ 
ed. If Congress finds time to attend to this 
important matter little Miss Smith will be 
the first girl ever patented in this country, 
and the legal profession will watch with 
unflagging interest the lawsuits to which in 
the future any infringement of the patent 
may lead.

and driest butter. The pa-l eea-ou has demon 
atrated the fact that there has been a new depar­ 
ture In the butter trade. Heretofore there has, 
as a rule, been some market for low grades ut 
butter, exporters taking hold freely ut common 
and medium stock, no matter if ••off” In tlavor, so 
long as it was ut solid boring quality. 
Hut the 
season just past has developed the tact that ueal 
crs across the water prefer our liner class of but 
ter at the current difference in values, to that of 
low grades. Tnere has been a growing demand 
for western choice sweet stock, w hile the inure 
common grades have fallen oil in favor, and met 
with lees call from the old world.

S. Parties should be careful and pack butter 
uniform in color, aud should particularly remem

at a fair premium, and in every 
way 
compensating dealers for their extra labor and 
care. 
4. Jars and pails should be avoided for pack­ 
ing purpose* as much as possible, the former 
costing more freight, besides being a package 
not easily handled, in b attlin g at tho stations 
and express offices, and even in forwarding, jars 
and pails arc ollcn placed on top ut each other, 
and as there arc no covers for protection, the 
quality is materially damaged by defacement, and 
me price is considerably lessened. However, jars 
should be entirely abolished, as they are never 
taken by shippers, but awalt the call of local con­ 
sumers aud retailers, for whom they always ar 
rive in excess, and must be placed aside for a 
more favorable opportunity; perhaps to be taken 
by parties engaged in repacking, wno, however, 
will not buy them except at a largo discount. 
Tubs and firkins should be used exclusively but, 
in tubs some discrimination is made. 'I nc eas­ 
tern ash and spruce tubs are taken in preference 
»o others, un account of their neater appearance, 
though some parties use home-made tubs, which 
they claim answer their purimse.
